Examiner original position as captured 
in the Final Office Action cites a 1 12 h First Paragraph, new matter rejection over independent claim 1, with regard to newly amended claim 
limiation as reference in 1 12 th rejection. Examiner acknowledges applicant has amended claims to overcome claim 25 objection. With 
regards to 102 rejection Examiner contends applicant's arguments as part of After Final Remarks dated 12/19/2008 does not persuasively 
argue a position of patentability over prior art reference Montague 5,675,782. Examiner remarks under "Reponse to Argument" as part of 
Final Office Action mailed 10/20/2008 details Examiner's position and should be approriately reference. Considering applicant's "bucket 
analogy" as part of the applicant's After Final Remarks in which applicant's suggest the Examiner should envision a bucket with two 
controlling entites, Examiner respectfully cites Montague's abstract for which teaches a user, and further a trustee to have the ability to set 
rights. Furthermore, the language of the abstract, specifically "among those" would suggest additional right setters in addition to the user 
and trustee. With response to applicants arguments concerning Montague, figure 5, Examiner contends figure 5 of Montague details 
constructing the user permission path structure. Also, it would be visually obvious to see the path structure limits. With regards to 
applicant's arguments found on page 12, Examiner contends applicant argument elements can be found in Montague, figure 5 and cited 
disclosure of Nagel.
